Carter Didn't 
'Chew Out' 
CIA Boss 
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St. Louis 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powell confirmed yesterday 
that President Carter sent a memo 
to CIA Director Stansfield Turner 
criticizing the intelligence commu- 
nity’s failure to forecast the gravity ( 
of civil strife in Iran. 

But Powell insisted to report- j 
ers, accompanying the President on 
Air Force One, that the memo 
"wasn’t a chewing out.” 

“It’s not unusual for the Presi- 
dent to write notes to the members 
of the Cabinet, to his staff or to 
party officials, in which he encour 
aged them to excel! It’s not unprec-. 
edented — certainly not in this! 
administration,” Powell said. . 

Powell commented after pub- 
lished reports appeared last week, 
that the President was upset about 
the intelligence community’s fail- 
ure to predict the Iran upheavals. 

Previously, Carter had report- 
edly felt embarrassed by a Rhode- 
sian retaliatory strike into Zambia 
against insurgent rebels while Rho- 
desian Premier Ian Smith was 
visiting the United States in Octo- 
ber. "j [ ? • ' : i 

The Rhodesian strike also was 
-not predicted by the intelligence 
community. 

Carter’s handwritten memo 
was dated November II and went 
to- Turner, national security affairs 
adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski and 
' Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 
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According to informed sources, 
the memo implied criticism of 
Turner who, under current organi- 
zation, is head of the U.S. intelli- 
gence community. - But the memo 
reportedly did not criticize Turner 
directly. 

. The failure of the CIA, and ‘ 
other intelligence agencies, to pre- 
• diet the gravity Of the Iranian strife 
has also become a subject of 
investigation by the Senate Intelli- 
gence Committee. 

A spokesman for committee in 
Washington confirmed that a sub- 
committee of the panel is examin- ; 
ing the quality of intelligence on 
Iranian developments. 
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
